Difficulty in decoding 
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| Wild and broken, Tumbling Glacier spills 
massive blocks of ice into Berg Lake with 
resounding splashes. The icy sheath mantles 
Mount Robson (pages 352-3), which rises 
almost a mile and a half above the lake and 
so dwarfs it that boaters often doubt its 
1 one -mile width until they try to cross it. 
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
